Iiord Stanley, to lay-tbe IriBh question 
dVor till tbo Eelormed Parliament 
traa deoisiye, and the Ministry eas* 
ttt^hod •''defeat whioh by tlio display of 
a little taot it might easily bavo 
avoidod. When the Oonservativo 
Minidlry took tbo wind out ot 
Liberal nails, and oxcoodod even John 
Btiijlu's demand for a radical change 
in the pyalom of franchiBO, thoy but 
whotiod the popular appetite for ro- 
form; Having opened wide tho door, 
thoy could never hope to close it 
again until other and gteaior reforms 
woro granted. Thoy refused or ue- 
glooled to BOO this. Ttioy boliovcd 
that having by tho sacrifice of a ciir- 
dinnl principle of their party granted 
a liberal franchise, they had scoured 
s lease of ofBoial lilo until tho next 
general election, vyhen, relying ou 
tho popnlarity they believed reform 
had gained them, they hoped to gain 
ah easy victory over the Liberals. 
"VVe cannot see how so clever a 
taotician as Mr Disraeli is acknow- 
ledged to be, could have made so 
■tapid a blander as to oast bis chaaoes 
into the scale against the Irish Churoh. 
For months the English press has 
teemed with articles calling on tho 
Govornraont to put an end to tho groat 
in'Quiiy by means of which tithes 
■wore wrung from tho people for the 
support of a creed in which they had 
not tho slighlCBt sympathy, and tho 
boncfilB of which thoy could not con- 
ecioiiiiously enjoy. Tho new Premier 
must hav6 seen with half an oyo that 
lio could not Buccossfully combat with 
tho chanijo of sentiment concerning 
tho Irish Church which had como 
over the English public. The Irish 
Churoh is doomed by popular son- 
timent — the sentiment that hence- 
forth will govern tho nation, and be- 
loro which any Ministry that opposes 
it mast go down. The course the 
Ministry will pursue is undecided. If 
thoy merely resign their seals, they 
will follow tho example of the Glad- 
stone Ministry in 1800, and quietly 
make room for their snccessors. Bat 
they may decide to appeal to tho 
country in tho hope that they will ob^ 
tain from tbo people the support iboy 
have failed to rally around ihom in 
tho House of Commons. Should tbey 
adopt tho latter course, and sulfor a 
reverse, they will undoubtedly involve 
in ruin not aloiio thcrasolvos and the 
Irish Church, but will weaken tho 
loundntion if thoy do not entirely 
destroy the Established Church edifice 
of ihe English Uburcb. Eesignation 
mast avert for a short season tho 
danger that threatens the latter est 

jnigbt encompass its dissolution imo 
mediately . 

The Governor's reply to the motion of 
Hon. DeOosmos, asking for copies of the 
correspondence on the question of uniting 
this Colony with the Doaiinion of Canada, 
was laid before the Council yesterday. 
His Excellency declines to send down 
" reports iio liuaTtiL'c'iVe'irriui'Ji'viia'? tt^^.'.z..- 
with the Governor of Canada, which are 
not of a strictly onieial character." What 
docs this reply indicate ? Can it bo pos- 
sible timt His I<:xcullcncy has not corrc- 
Bpoiidud at all on tho suhjcct? Have no 
official dcsjjiitclics passed between tho 
Iraporial Govcinraont or the OovcriiMcnt 
of Canada anil our Government on tho 
subject of Confederation 7 Taking it for 
granted that his Excellency's answer is 
correct, we ask what becomes of the 
promise last session to carry out tho reso- 
lution of tho Legislative Council, viz : to

Tho Prince's visit ia the only thine: people 
can find time to talk about, and to it wo are 
iudeblcd for the compluio metamorphosis that 
has taken place in our city — for the forest ol 
flagstafia, the clouds of bunlinf, tho trium- 
phal arches and tbo oroKds of visitors seen 
in our streets. On tho 4tb instant the Gala- 
tea sailed from Melbourne for lloburtown, but 
wiihoul eliciting any demonstration, not even 
the Scotch query — "Will you oo come back 
agen." There is no nse handling the matter 
wiih gloved fingers; public men are to a 
certain extent public property, and niusi 
expect lo have tlieir conduut oiuivassud by 
oilier.'", and particularly by tho press, wheie 
that iiisiilution exisls. riio Princo landed 
in iMolbourno auiidst an almost insane de- 
moiiatratioa of ree.p!:cl for hiinsi'lf and loyally 
to Ilia Royal molliur. vVlien he loft, Uu' 
Aiiitralastan (the most widely circulated 
journal in tho colouief) noliciag his depar- 
Inre, sayB; — "Tho future of tbe great oQ 
shoots ol Britain offers a problem to the mind 
of English Btiiletimin, beginning to bo 
studied, but Ibo a lution ol' which has not 
extended beyond tho opinion that it is un- 
desirable to allow tbeiu to become antag- 
onistic republics like that of North America 
It is possible enough, Iherelore, that had 
thesa colooies been bent, like the cbrildton 
nl Ii^raul of old, upon asking for a king, and 
Prince Alfred not invincibly opposed to a 
southern eeat of empire, tho world might 
have witnessed in thesa days the astounding 
apeotaolo of a eecond British monaichy. 
U'ero any such ideas as tbia enieriained, 
however, when the Galatea left Europe, a 
gravo mistake was made in failing to Bend a 
Mentor with the yoang TelemaohuiJ. If it 
was intended by this visit to create nruong 
the colonidts an ardent desire lo have a 
Rsyal Court established in their midst, the 
choice of courtiers was, to say the least of it, 
aofottonate. The central figure, however, 
aecoptablo as Q diaiiiiguished visitor, has 
certainly not imprea.ied the people ol Vio- 
tur a wi;li u belief in his capacity as a ruler, 
or his determination strictly to perform the 
ihouaand harassing duties apportainiug to a 
high station. lie has failed lamentably in 
the kingly virtue of punctuality, while of that 
di<.;Dity of demeanor which ia said to befit 
the prince, we have had but few examples 
But if a reflidoDt I'rii;Co Alfred in Au3lrulia 
would not ba enthusiastically acceptable, so 
far aa Victorian opinion goes, what would be 
thought of a Court composed ol Newrys and 
Yorkers? Our oolonial yoatharo not back- 
ward in^hat, in cotntnon parlaaoe, is torined 
"fastness," but we believe tbey might take 
lesson's in rapidity from these sciona of the 
British orisiocracy. With these for our 
noblemen, it would beoome luultet for curi- 
ous speculation as to who would be our noble 
women! No; if aimple-iniudad Australian 
colonies were intended to ba converted into 
eager lovers of arisiocraoy, the wrong men 
weie cent to inoculate them with tbe passion.

soon altur the i'rince weul ashuru to Gov- 
ernment House in company with Commodore 
Lambert. Night came and with it heavier 
rain, but could not wa»h out our loyalty or 
stop out pyrolechnic display. The ships, 
yichla, forts, buildings adjoining the Boashure 
biicaine a binza of light, colored fire and bon- 
lirea, Ctiinose lauiurns, Bengal lights, 
roekets. in lact overythitig thai could lenil 
to add brilliancy lo lUa fete was in lull sup- 
ply. At p. la. tho Gulatoa, hitherto the 
only dark object in our grand harbor, almost 
magically stood out the centre of attracti n.

It waa a capi- 
tal alTair, formed by covuiing a stern wheel 
steamer of 1 10 leut in length with oanvuss 
and other subsianeos to represoril tho body 
of tho inythieal moiiBtor. From tho mouth 
and eyes ware em iitcd colored firen, ruekeis 
and firoworka, and the tail formed ot twenty 
boats burned wiih bright lights on both 
aides, evei and anon aeut up shtiwbrs of biril" 
liant corrusiiationa. At noon on the 22d, 
His Royal Highness and suite left the G.ilatea 
under royal balut^s Irom the naval irainiug 
ship, tho land batteries and Iler Mujasty's 
shipB in port. lie was received by bia Ex- 
eellency the Governor, the members of the 
E.vitcuiivo, thu lU'cepiion Committee, and 
oilier gentleinun. Under a grand Iriurnphiil
